Georgia a Century Ago. 

In 1800 the population of Geor- 
gia was 162,C8G, of which 59,609. 

are slaves. 

In 1787 Swanoah had 227 dwel- 
lings and 830 inhabitants, and 
1794 the population tad increased 
to 2,500. 

A century Bgo Louisville was th 
capital of Georgia, August a at that 
time bad a populiitiou —ni 1,101 
whites, 1,017 blacks and 250 dwel 
lings. 

The tea plant was introduced in 
to Georgia from India by Sitmue 
Eowen in 1770, and was soon growl 
without cultivation in the yards of 
Savannah. 

The boundaries of Georgia 
1S00 were Atlantic ocean on the 
eaBfc, Florida on the south, Missis; 
ipni territory on the west and South 
Carolina on the north. 

A hundred years ago the coustitii 
tiou of Georgia required each county 
to establish an academy, and the 
counties respectively set apart nub- 
ile property valued at £1,000 for 
that purpose. 

At the beginning of Ine present 
century Georgia's leading en 
wore lice, indigo, tobacco and cot- 
ton. In 1796 tbe state produced 
1,700,000 pounds of cotton. Tobi 
co was so remunerative and easy to 
bepioduced that it was then ex- 
pected to become tbe leading staple. 

A Hundred years ago Georgia's 
senators and representatives were 
elected odco a year. A senator bad 
to possess 250 acres of iand and 
other property worth £550. A 
representative had to own 200 ncres 
of land and other properly valued 
£150. The governor bad to 
500 acres of land and other 
property to the amount of £1,000. 

A Miller's Scheme- 
Ail Australian mining journal is 
esponsibie for the following story: 
L miner in that country, who was 
btnining fine gold by sluicing, was 
,sked how ho saved it. He replied 
that be employed the common auial

En. SrarJAK— 

In your last issue you allude to 
the fact that "a committee was 
appointed to visit the commence- 
ment exorcises of the N. G. A. 
College, and those, who came 
promised to submit u report but so 
e have heard nothing from it." 
On lust Friday I bad the honor of 

renting the report of the com- 
mittee written by Senator Cham- 
of It win ton. It was as ex- 
haustive report. In conversation 
vilb speaker Fleming after the 
■eport was read to tbe House, said 
o me, tliat "it was a most excel- 
lent report, very flattering in every 
spect t>nd most be satisfactory to 
tbG friends of the college." The 
tlmieco committee has unanimously 
recommended the usual appropria- 
tion to the N. G. A. College. I 
think the amount would havo been 
increased, but from the fact that 
economy is called for in every de- 
partment, owing to the shrinkage iu 
the value of property everywhere. 
The institution stands high in the 
State and always has more or less 
o! its former students in the General 
Assembly. Among those we now 
have are Trammel! Starr, in the 
Senate, and Hutotiersou, of Cher- 
okee, Johnson, of Hall, Moore, of 
Heard, and Meadow, of Madison, 
and perhaps others.

You liindly allude to me in your 
notice of the failure to pass the bill 
giving the election of judges and 
solicitors fo tbe people.

I 
regret that when the question was 
before tbe Rouse, I was unable i 
from feeble health, to present my 
more clearly and forcibly in 
favor of the bilk The remarks I 
however, have been requested 
for publication by several journals 
but I have not been able yet to 
write them out. 

I have rarely met so many able 
meu in a. legislative body in Geor- 
gia. They represent every pro- 
fession and business. Our populist 
brefcheren ate vying with democrats 
iu seeing which party can do the 
most for Georgia,. Tbe democratic 
party has not had in many years 
such close watchers upon its ac- 
tions as it has nt present. Every
